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Southern Bights Meeting in Bourbon. 

At n meeting of citizens of ]5o;irbon coun- 
ty, held nt the court-house, in Paris, on the 
16th of March, 1801, J. T. McClure, Esq., 
was appointed chairman, and J. O. Craddock 
secretary. 

The Hon. K. Hawes offered the following 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

Rescdred, That every dictate of reason, in- 
terest, and safety, should impel Kentucky to 
use every effort to restore the union of the 
States 1 ! if such restoration can lie effected, so 
us to furnish adequate protection to the prop- 
erty and equalty of the slave States ; that wo 
recommend the following as the best means of 
restoring and cementing our Union : 

1st. That the people and authorities of the 
States shall oppose all coercion against the 
States which have seceded from the Union, 
by any action looking to the exercise of any 
jurisdiction over the Confederated States, or 
their subjugation ; and if such coercion in 
nny form is attempted by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, that we will exert our influence and 
powers to make the. cause of the Southern 

Confederacy our own. 

2. That the geographical position of Ken- 
tucky requires, the co-operation of Virginiaor 
Tennessee, or both of them, and it is most 
desirable that all the slave States should 
unite in the effort to preserve, if possible, the 
return of the southern Confederate State3 to 
the Union-; and we recommend a Convention 
of such slave States, at a convenient time and 
place, to be represented by delegates elected 
by the people; that the delegates from Ken- 
tucky shall recommend, as an ultimatum, the 
substance of the Crittenden amendments, and 
nothing less; that such convention adopt an 
ultimatum to bo presented to the, free States 
and acted on by them in a definite time, to 
bo lixed by such convention. And if the 
propositions of such ultimatum shall not be 
entertained by the free States, or, being en- 
tertained, shall be rejected, that the best in- 
terests, affinities, safety, and honor of the 
slave States will be advanced by the forma- 
tion of an Union with the Southern Confed- 
eracy. 

3. That if the Union cannot be reconstruct- 
ed, we are opposed to tin- construction of a 
middle confederacy, or our permanent con- 
tinuance with a Northern Confederacy, if we 
can, by co-operation with Virginia or Ten- 
nessee, or more of the slave or free States, 
form a just Union with the Southern Confed- 
eracy. 

4. That the action of such Convention re- 
sulting in a plan for changing our position in 
the Confederacy, be submitted to a Conven- 
tion to be called, for ratification or rejection. 

5. That if the free States shall reject any 
agreed ultimatum of the slave States for the 
restortionof the Union, and Kentucky, or other 
slave States, should be united with the Southern 
Confederacy, we recommend a restoration, if 
possible, of the Union of the Northern and 
Southern Confederacies, upon a basis of justice 
and equality, by negotiation and treaty, or 
otherwise. 

9. That all citizens of Bourbon county 
agreeing with the foregoing resolutions in 
substance, be appointed delegates to the Con- 
vention to be held at Frankfort on the -Oth 
inst. 

On motion, the following additional resolu- 
tion was unanimously and enthusiastically 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the lion. \V. E. Simms, the 
Representative of the Ashland District in the 
Congress of the United States, has, by the 
frank, zealous, and faithful manner in which 
h • has discharged the high public trusts con- 
fided to bis hands, won for himself the high- 
est admiration and approval of his constitu- 
ents, and that we avail ourselves of this first 
public occasion to express our unqualified ap- 
probation of his course as our representative, 
during the eventful session of the last Con- 
gress, which has just terminated; and the un- 
yielding devotion evinced by htm to the high- 
est interest of his constituents ; and the fear- 
less ability displayed in defense of the rights, 

. e"]ualitv, and honor of Kentucky in the Halls 
of the National Congress entitle him to our 
highest Confidence, and we hope he may con- 
pent to receive the warm support of the voters 
of his District for another term, as their Kep- 
rcsentativc. With pride we would confide to 

■ his hands the honor of the old Ashland Dis- 
trict, and feel that under no circumstances 
would it ever be compromised. 

Resolved, That the Louisville 'Courier, and 
the papers in this district, or elsewhere, friend- 
ly to Southern Bights, be requested to publish 
the proceedings of the meeting.

Southern Bights Meeting in Woodford. 

Vkr.saili.ks, Kv., .March 10, 1861. 

Editors Louisville Courier: We had a grand 
rally to-day of the determined and persist- 
ent friends of State and Southern Rights. It 
was evident from the numbers and charac- 
ter of those who attended our county meeting, 
that at least in old Woodford the doctrine of 
equality in the Statos had many earnest and 
worthy champions. 

C. A. Harris, Esq.. presided, and Captain 
Sam 11. Lyons officiated as Secretary. 

On motion, the following gentlemen were 
appointed a committee on resolutions: Major 
Hen. Bailey, ('has. I). Kirk, Sanford Lyons, 
Hart Gibson, and S. Davis. 

During the absence of the coninfRtce, J. 
K. Goodloe. Esq., made a few remarks of in- 
quiry, relative to the nature and object of the 
meeting; but he received a speedy and effect- 
ual quietus from W. It. Giltner, Esq., who 
explained that the assemblage was not 
one of Submissionists, nor intended for their 
proa once. This prompt response prevented 
any interference from the Oppositionists, who 
had threatened, after your Louisville fashion, 
to take possession of the meeting. 

Col. Hart Gibson reported the following 
resolutions, which are brief, explicit, and to 
the point. It was thought unnecessary to 
conceal the true intent and meaning by a 
mass of verbiage : 

Whkbkas, An alarming emergency has 
arisen iTi the affairs of the nation, demanding 
the prompt and energetic action of Kentucky ; 
therefore, bo it ' 

Resolved, That we heartily and emphati- 
cally indorse the. proposition to hold a Con- 
vention of the people at Frankfort, on Wed- 
nesday, March '20th. 

Resolved, That whatever energies we may 
possess as citizens of Woodford, will be used 
against the exercise of a coercive policy by 
the present Administration. 

Resolved^ That for .the purpose . of further 
security the Legislature be requested to make 
such appropriations for arming the State i s 
may be required by the condition of the coun- 
try. I 

Resolved further. That the following gen- 
tlemen be appointed delegates to represent 
the county of Woodford in the approaching 
State Convention : Capt. James Berry, Col. 
Hart Gibson, Hon. Thos. P. Porter, llenj. 
Bailey, Sain. B. Lyons, L. H. Herald, Robert 
McConnell, Joshua Ferguson, Richard Reid, 
James Bailey, Dr. Joseph Carter, Geo. R. 
White, Chas. D. Kirk, and all other true 
friends of State and Southern Rights. 

The meeting having unanimously adopted 
the resolution, Gov. Porter appeared, and lor 
near an hour delighted the large audience 
with a masterly exposition of the affairs of 
the nation, and the duty of Kentucky in this 
great crisis. Gov. Porter was eloquent, logi- 
cal, and satirical. We are glad that in such 
an emergency we have men of his conceded 
ability in our State councils. Repeated ap- 
plause testified how heartily the meeting in- 
dorsed Gov. Porter's remarks. 

The following resolution was offered by 
Major Ben. Bailey, and carried with a storm 
of applause: 

Resolved^ That we have seen with pleasure 
in the Lexington State-man, Frankfort Yeo- 
man, and Woodford Pennant, calls upon our 
fellow-citizen, Hon. Thomas P. Porter, to be- 
come a candidate for Congress, and that we 
most emphatically indorse such a recommen- 
dation, considering him a champion, not only 
of State Rights but of those of the South, and 
his promotion would subserve the interests 
not only of Woodford, but of the whole peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth.

Southtrn Bights Meeting in Lebanon. 

At a meeting of the Southern Rights party 
of Marion county, on Monday, the 11th inst..

confidence in the capacity of the people to 
govern themselves, and holding 'that all 
governments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed, we are willing 
and ready at all times to submit any question 
touching the future welfare of the State to 
the people — therefore the General Assembly 
of this Commonwealth should, when it meet* 
on the 20th inst., forthwith pass a law to take 
the sense of the legal voters of the State, as 
to the propriety of calling a convention re- 
presenting the sovereignty of the State.

You must allow me to ask your indulgence, j 
! and your friendly assistance, on account of j 
my inexperience in parliamentary proceedings, 
and to request that while we deliberate on the 
momentous questions which will come be- ! 
tore us, the utmost order and decorum will he ' 
observed. 

AVho are tho gentlemen assembled 
and represented her to-day? Let me read i 
from the public call which has been made and 1 
under which this Convention is assembled: I 

"All who love the South and are determin- 
ed to maintain her rights; who advocate re- 
sistance to the coercion of the seceded States [ 
by the Federal Government; who prefer an ! 
alliance with the slaveholding States to Idb- • 
mission to Northern aggression; and who 
desire a reconstructed Confederacy of the | 
slaveholding and the loyal free States rather 
than the rule of an aboiitionized and central- 1 
ized despotism, are invited to meet in council 
at the State Capitol on that day.'' 
I hope, gentlemen, that every one within the 
sound of my voice is in favor of these objects, i 
yet every man in this broad Commonwealth, 
under this call, has the right to participate in 
this meeting and should any who differ with 
us be present, we cordially invite them to wit- 
ness our proceedings. 

This is the most momentous time in all of 
our lives, f„ r the rights, the interests. and the 
honor of.. ourselves and our fellows — yea the 
liberties and existence of our Commonwealth 
are involved. 

Gentlemen, we cannot, we ought not Id 
Stand idle when so much is involved. We 
have high and arduous and responsible duties \ 
to perform, and we should not now stand idle 
and ask what news, when, in the language of 
a patriot of former nines, Philip, of Mace- I 
don has already invaded Greece — when the J 
Black Republican party is already in posses- , 
sion of the National Administration, with the 
avowed purpose of waging a war of extermi- 
nation against an institution upon which all 
of our material interests depend. AVe should 
not sit still and cry peace, peace, when, in the ' 
language of a patriot still more near and , 
dear, there is no peace; but the war is already 
begun, and the next gale which sweeps from 
the North, will bring to our cars the clash of ! 
resounding arms. We should not now be 
Content only to sing pieons to the national 
flag of our glorious Union, of which none are 
more proud, and to which none arc more toy- i 
al than yourselves. But we must act upon 
the solemn fact that our glorious banner is 1 
already torn from its lofty standard, and is ■ 
trailed in the dust of Republican aggression; I 
already the precious bonds of Union have been 
broken, already some of its effulgent stars , 
have been forced from their orbits and now 
wander like lost Pleiades in our political 
firmament. Here is the work for us to do. 
AVe must strive to restore our beloved ensign 
to its lofty standard, and if possible nail it to 
the masthead: we must reunite those sundered 
bonds, and reclaim those scattered stars and j 
restore them to their former glory. This we : 
must do. and this we can do, only by estab- j 
Halting on a firmer and clearer basis the rights, : 
interests, and duties of them all. AVhen wo 
have failed in this last noble cfl'ort, and our' 



last hope shall be extinct, then, and not till 
then, shall we unite our fate, for weal or woe 
with our glorious and - gallant sisters of tin 
South. 

Assured of your cordial response to these 
sentiments, allow me again to request your 
deliberate attention to the duties for which 
we are assembled.

Barbour moved that the Convention 
adjourn in order to join the citizens of Frank- 
(L>rt in the reception of the Hon. J. J. Crit- 
tenden, and re-assemble at 5 o'clock P. M., 
this day: which motion was adopted, and the 
Convention adjourned. 

CONVENTION REASSEMRLED. 
At '> o'clock P. 31., the Convention reas- 
sembled, when Hon. Humphrey Marshall, 
upon a clamorous call, addressed the Conven- 
tion. * 

Any attempt to sketch his remarks would 
lo the distinguished gentleman injustice. His 
reputation for eloquence is too well establish- 
ed, to call for any commendation through the 
medium of an official report, or, indeed, from 
any other source. 

Mr. Cissell, from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, made the following report:] 

1. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Con- 
vention it is the earnest desire of the people 
of Kentucky that the union of all the States 
should be restored and the Confederacy re- 
constructed, and to that end it is our deliber- 
ate conviction that there should be amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution, clear, and 
complete, covering and providing for all the 
disturbing subjects growing out of African 
slavery. 

2. Resolved. That the preservation of peace 
between the Federal Government as it now 
e\i-;s. and the Southern Confederacy, is indis- 
pensable to tho restoration of tho Union ; 
that we implore both Governments to abstain 
from collision or war in any form; that any 
attempt at coercion by tho Federal Admin- 
istration against the Southern Confederacy, 
by collecting the revenue, recapturing the 
fort*, or otherwise looking to the enforcement 
of Federal laws, or subjugation, would frus- 
trate all hopes of restoring our Union ; and 
we emphatically announce that if such coer- 
cion is attempted by the Federal Government, 
we w ill make tho cause and destiny of the 
Southern Confederacy our own. 

I!. That we recommend to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to withdraw its troops from the 
forts now occupied within the Territories of 
the States forming the South rn Confederacy. 

4. That the geographical position of Ken- 
tucky makes desirable the co-operation of all 
the border slave States, and as it has been 
suggested by the Conventions of A'irginia and 
Missouri, now in session, that there be held a 
conference of said slave States, we recommend 
to the present Legislature to invite such Con- 
vention for the purpose of devisjng, if possi- 
ble, some plan of reconstructing our Union, 
and that delegates to such Convention be 
elected by the legally qualified voters of each 
Congressional District in the State. 

6. That it is our deliberate opinion that 
guarantees for the protection and safety of 
slave property, and the equal rights of the 
slave States and their people, less clear and 
defined than the Crittenden propositions with 

the Powell amendment thereto, ought not 

and will not be accepted by the people of 
Kentucky. 

C. That the clause submitted to the Peace 
Congress in the original Guthrie proposition, 
denying the right of free negroes to vote for 
any ami all Federal officers, we regard as es- 
sential to our peace and as a sentlcmcnt of a 
disturbing and most dangerous question, and 
that the right of transit with slaves through 
all the States and Territories ought to be 
guarantied by constitutional amendments. 

7. That the Franklin proposition agreed 
upon by the Peace Conference recently held 
in Washington, is regarded a surrender of 
many of the rights we now have, and signal- 
ly fails of a settlement of our national diffi- 
culties. 

8. That we are utterly opposed to all prop- 
ositions or plans for the formation of a -Mid- 
dle Confederacy. 

9. That in consideration of the deep inju- 
ries to the commercial and other interests of 
the whole country, consequent upon our po- 
litical troubles, the plan for the restoration of 
tho Union should receive the prompt and 
speedy action of the States. 

10. That in the event our cherished hopes 
for the restoration of the entire Union are 
blasted, that our affinities, duties, and inter- 
ests unite us with our Southern brethren on 
principles of justice, equality, and honor. 

11. That if all efforts for settlement of 
the difficulties in which we are involved shall 
fail, we recommend to the Legislature to pro- 
vide for the election of delegates to a State 
Convention, to be held as soon thereafter as 
practicable, to decide upon what position 
Kentucky shall thereafter occupy, and that 
the final action of said Convention shall le

The Lago Case— Important Decision of the Su- 
premo Court of the United States— Kentucky 
Sustained ou the Merits. 

We give below the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States on the Lago ease. 
This was an application for a mandamus upon 
the part of the Governor of Kentucky against 
tho Governor/ of Ohio, Wm. Dennison. to 
compel him to surrender, under the Constitu- 
tion, a fugitive from justice from Kentucky. 
Governor Dennison had refused to do so upon 
the ground that the offense — stealing a negro, 
of w hich the fugitive was accused in Ken- 
tucky — was not a crime by the laws of Ohio. 
Th'.' Suftreme Court has no power to grant a 
mandamus, but it distinctly ; ffir ns that Un- 
law is against Governor Dennison, and that it 
was his duty to deliver up tlje fugitive. So 
Kentucky gets the decision on the merits of 
the case, while the Court was not authorized ; 
to grant the remedy required. We pre.-uine. 
howev er, that after this the Governor of Ohio | 
will conform his action to this decision. Here 
it is: 

THE KENTUCKY AND OHIO MANDAMUS CASJ. 
Washington", Thursday, March 14. 
Chief-Justice Taney delivered an opinion 
in the matter of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky against the Governor of Ohio, Denni- 
son, deciding it was a ease of original juris- 
diction, and in effect one State against anoth- 
er, and, therefore, the Court has jurisdiction 
under the Constitution. It i- a case to com- I 
pel the Governor of Ohio, by mandamus, to; 
surrender to a fugitive from justice from Ken- 
tucky. 

The Court says that the demanding State . 
has a right to have every such fugitive de- 
li\ end up; that the State of Ohio has no right 
to enter into the question as to whether the 
act of which the fugitive stands accused is j 
criminal or not in Ohio, provided that it was j 
a criirte in Kentucky; and it is the duty of the 
Governor of Ohio to deliver up, upon any \ 
proper proofs that tho ai t charged is a crime 
by the laws of Kentucky; that the act of' 
Coiiirress of 17H3 determines what evidence 
is to be submitted to the State of Ohio; that 
the duty of the Governor is ministerial mere- 
ly, like that of a Sheriff or Marshal, and ap- 
peals to his good faith in the discharge of a 
consti'iutional duty, for the reason that Con- 
gress can not impose any Federal duty on the 
officers of a State; and that where such offi- 
cers are called upon by an act of Congress to 
perform such duty, he conceives to be but 
good sense and good faith on their part to 
do -o. .And on these grounds the mandamus 
is refused. 

From Washington. 

Washington, March 18. — The President 
to-day nominated to the Senate Charles 
Francis Adams, of Massachu-ctts. Minister 
to England; George P. Marsh, of Vermont, 
Mini-ter to Sardinia; James Watson Webb, 
of New York. Minister to Turkey, and Win. 
L. Dayton, of New Jersey. Minister to France. 
The last named nomination was confirmed, 
the rule requiring it to be referred having 
been suspended, as Mr. Dayton was formerly 
a member of the Senate, and his character 
therefore sufficiently known without a forma! 
investigation. This is the usual courtesy in 
such cases. 

The Senate also confirmed Benj. W. Rum- 
bull as Receiver of Public Money at Omaha, 
Nebraska Territory, and ex-Congressman W. 
A. Howard I'ostmastpr at Detroit. 

W. S. Thayer, of New York, is nominated 
Consul GeoeraJ to Egypt, and Patrick J. Di- 
vine as Consul to Cork. Dr. Locke, of In- 
diana, has been appointed Chief of the Agri- 
cultural Bureau at the Patent Office. 

Indications from Texas arc that there will 
be an armed collision between the friends of 
Houston and the Secessionists. Many advo- 
cate keeping the Federal troops in that State 
to co-operate with and protect the Unionists. 

The seizure of the vessel with oil, &c., for 
light-houses at Galveston, is considered most 
dastardly and cowardly. It was effected by 
one Sherman, with a so-called Vigilance Com- 
mittee. 

Washington, March 10. — Detroit. Chica- 
go, and Portland have been constituted ex- 
change offices for the French as well as the 
British mails to be conveyed by the wav of 
Portland and Liverpool or Reviere du Loupe 
and Liverpool, to take effect the 1st of April 
next. The Western postmasters will accord- 
ingly send letters for France to the present 
offices of cities as above mentioned, instead of 
New York city. 

W. II. Jtusscll, the founder of the Pony 
Express, has concluded a contract with the 
Overland Mail Company, transferred by the 
last Congress: the Central Route to run the 
mail ami pony from the Mississippi river, 
connecting with the Overland Coinpanv at 
Salt Lake. 

The accounts of the census marshals in the 
Confederate States have not yet been settled, 
as the latter withheld the public monev from 
which the Government desired to make the 
payment. 

The State Department is about transferring 
to the several States a notification of the pas- 
sage by Congress of the following proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, which shall 
become valid when ratified by three fourths 
of the Legi-latures. viz: No amendment shall 
be made to the Constitution which will au- 
thorize or give to Congress power to abolish 
or interfere, within any State, with the do- 
mestic institutions thereof, including that of 
persons held to lalior or service by the laws of 
said State. 



SENATE-EXTRA SESSION. 

Washington, March 18. , 
The credentials of David Wilmot were 
presented. He was afterwards sworn in 
and took bis seat. 

The joint resolution of the Legislature ol 
Indiana requesting Congress to ci.ll a Con- 
vention for amendments to the Constitution, 
was laid upon the table and ordered to be 
printed. 

Douglas' resolution was taken up, and Mr. 
Breckinridge spoke upon it. 

Mr. Breckinridge said — In the pres- 
ent anxious and disturbed condition ol 
the country, the Senato should not adjourn 
w ithout expressing an opinion on the existing 
state of affairs, and giving some advice tend- 
ing to allay public apprehension. Opiniom 
seemed divided as to the meaning of the In- 
augural. He was free to confess, and gratified 
to do so, that its general expressions are foi 
harmony and the prevention of bloodshed; 
but the policy which the President savs ht 
deems it his duty to pursue must result in 
bloodshed, unless essentially modified. Tin 
leading idea of the Inaugural, very clearly 
put forth, is, that the President does' not rec- 
ognize in any sense the existence of another 
Confederacy, but that he regards all proceed- 
ings and acts in the seceding States either in- 
surrectionary or revolutionary, and that it is 
his purpose, to tho extent of his power, to en- 
force the laws in all the States, including 
those which have withdrawn. The inference 
is irresistible — to whatever extent force or 
invasion is necessary to collect duties on im- 
ports and to maintain possession of and occu- 
py the forts, force is to be employed — by con- , 
timing it to be his constitutional duty. It is 
true that the President has qualified his dec- 
laration, by saying "the course here indicated 
will be followed, unless current events and 
experience shall show modification or change 
to be proper, and in every caso and exigency : 
my best discretion will be exercised accord-! 
ing to circumstances actually existing and I 
with a view to the peaceful solution of our i 
national troubles and the restoration of fru-J 
tenia! sympathy and affection." 

He (Breckinridge) took his qualification to' 
mean that he will not undertake to execute | 
the laws or to hold the forts and other places, j 
when within the withdrawing States, except- | 
Ing where circumstances show his ability toj 
do -o. and that ho will not undertake to force | 
those functions, because it would be irritating) 
and make the hopes of a peaceful solution 
more doubtful. Then the policy would be 
that which would prevent irritation and ' 
bloodshed. The President conceived it his! 
duty to hold, possess, and occupy tho fiffts ! 
and collect the duties on imports, to be modi- 1 
fied by the necessities of the case which may ! 
surround him — otherwise his policy would be 
simple and easy. I 

Looking at Fort Sumter, what were the ' 
reasons for the rumored evacution — not pplft-j 
ical, but military reasons? Not because in 
the opinion of the Administration the fort] 
would irritate the public mind and render ! 
conciliation and harmony doubtful, but be- j 
cause the naval power does not exist to pen- ! 
etrate to that point. Unless the purpose of j 
the President was to use force, so far as was I 
necessary, he would, if his object was purely I 
conciliation, withdraw the troops for political \ 
and not military reasons. 

Thus, he thought he was justified in con- j 
■truing the Inaugural to mean that the 
President will hold the forts and other places i 
within the Confederate States, and collect the i 
duties on imports to the extent of his power, 
and if there is any modification, it will be be- 
cause of his inability, and not because he 
would be willing to withdraw the troops fori 
the purpose of producing conciliation and \ 
pein e in the public mind. 

The character of the Cabinet was not such ! 
as to induce thehelief that force would not be I 
used. Ever member, except one, is under- 
itood to faver coercion, if it becomes neees- 
tary to reduce the South to subjugation. The j 
very organization of the Senate and opinions ! 
cautiously expressed by Republicans here, 
show that their purpose is to maintain the au- 
thority of the Federal Government over the 
withdrawn States by force, if necessarv. 

In the formation of the Standing Commit- 1 
tees there was scarcely a Chairman of any one , 
of them whose known opinion was not in fa- 1 
vor of this poller. The country should not 
be deceived. What was meant by peace and ; 
conciliation.' How was it to be maintained.', 
He desired to know it? As sincerely as be] 
desired the union of all the States, he had ' 
seen no measure of practical policy which 
tends to produce the result. 

We are hi constant danger of collision and 
bloodshed. For the sake of the political and | 
material interests of the country, the support ; 
of the credit and the general prosperity, let , 
us establish some leading principle. 

Virginia Convention. 

Richmond. V.v., March 1!'.— The Commit- I 
tee on Federal Relations to-day reported tho 
proposed amendment to the Constitution. It 
is Franklin's substitute changed by using tho I 
expression "involuntary servitude, " instead of ' 
••persons told to slavery.'' 

The rights of foreigners not to be impaired 
by Congressional or Territorial law, or the 
pre-existing law of Mexico. 

In territory hereafter to lie acquired, 
involuntary servitude, except for crime, is 
prohibited north of 30° 31)', but shall not be 
prohibited by Congress or any Territorial 
Legislature south thereof. 

The third section is altered for somewhat 
better security of property in transit. 

The fifth section prohibits the importation 
of tlavei from places beyond the limits of the 
United States. 

The sixth section makes verbal changos in 
relation to remuneration for fugitives by Con- 
gress, and the clause relative to securing priv- 
ileges and immunities. 

The seventh section forbids the elective', 
franchise and the right to hold office to per- 
sons of the African race. 



From Montgomery. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 16. 
n. C. Jones and Nicholas Davis have 
been elected to Congress to supply vacancies. 
Congress adjourned to-night till the second 
Monday in May. 



The Southern Commissioners. 

■Washington, March 19. 

The Commissioners from the Southern 
Confederacy expect no answer to their official 
communication forten or twelve days. They 
feel confident, meanwhile, that there will be 
no collision or change in the military status 
in the seceding States. 

They have telegraphic assurances from 
Montgomery that ample arrangements bavo 
been made to avoid trouble at Fort Pickens. 

Foreign Recognition of the C. S. A. 

Charleston, March 18. 
The Courierof to-day learns from a dispatch 
received by a mercantile house here, that 
proper officers at the Custom-House at Havre 
have notified merchants that ships from the 
seceded States will be admitted on the same 
footing as those carrying the Federal flag. 

Affairs in Louisiana. 

Baton Rouck. March 10. 

The Governor signed the bill to transfer 
the troops and arms in possession of Louisiana 
to the Confederate States. 

The Legislature will adjourn sine die on 
Thursday. 



From New Orleans. 

Nkw Orleans, March 18. 

Fort Brown and Ringgold Barracks, at 
Brazos Santiago, have virtually surrendered j 
to the Texan authorities. The entire evacua- 
tion will take place on the 20th. Possession i 
will then be taken by the Texan troops, who I 
have enlisted for six months. 

A resolution passedtbe Convention unani- 
mously tendering tl>cir thanks to General I 
Twiggs.

— The Arkansas seces- 
sion ordinance was defeated by four majority
